Vizetelly, Word Wizard, Tells Avout His 


Troubles With Critics on Pronunciation 


D*. FRANK H. VIZETELLY, 
the word wizard had a birth- 
day recently. At seventy-one he 
admitted he is still waging his 
battle for correct usuage, as he 
superintends the preliminary 
work for a now dictionary. Per- 
naps the greatest authority on 
words in the world, Dr. Vizctelly 
is fo1ever getting wound up in 
euscussions with critics both 
mrofesvional and amateur. 

The trouble is that Vizetelly 
hes been speaking on the radio, 
and now his crities are more in- 
sistent than ever. They phone and 
write him almost constantly that 
he pronounces a word differently 
from the way it is put down in 
his dictionary. 

Dr. Vizetelly, bluff, hearty, and 
looking exactly as an Englishinan 
is supposed to look, is sometimes 
a little dismayed iy these diffi- 
culties, but not for long.

IFE for Elaine’s mother is a 

steady round of meals. But 
the planning of menus, the shop- 
ping and the preparation of food 
are the least of her worries. She 
happens to be the mother of a 
four - year - old dawdler, a child 
who takes interminably long to 
eat.
